Gain This Year 


A slight increase in enrollment at 


Covina high school, which opens 
September 15th, is expected, reach- 
ing an estimated total of about 670 
students. Covina grammar school 
will take care of about 525 pupils 
this year, in eluding the kindergar- 
ten, also a small increase over last 
year. Charter Oak remains at about 
200 and Lark Ellen at 100, with very 
little yearly variation due to lack 
of tourists and the stability of the 
surrounding ranchers. 


A considerable gain in enrollment 


in the 348 Los Angeles city elemen- 
tary and high schools is recorded." 
Opening the day after Labor day, 
September '2nd, the" total number 
registered the first day was about 
223,200, an increase of approximately 
2388 over the first day's attendance 
last year. Of this number, 134-338 
were in elementary schools, 30,780 
in junior 'high schools, 47,984 in sen- 
ior high schools, and 9396 in even- 
ing high schools. 


The number of teaching positions

Engineer Here 


Deciding not to donate the $600, 


which was supposed to be Covina's 
share of expenses in the proposed 
valley survey for fourteen cities 
concerning sewage disposal possi- 
bilities, the city council in session 
Tuesday evening proposed a meet- 
ing two weeks from last night, Sep- 
tember 18th, in conjunction with the 
Merchants' association session in 
Covina, at which meeting A. K. 
Warren, county sanitation engineer, 
will be asked to talk on the prob- 
lem from a more local point of view. 


The council felt that the valley 


survey would be so general in scope 
that the small Covina contribution 
would be valueless; moreover, if and 
when the data is collected and pre- 
sented to the group interested, in 
case Covina feels that it cannot af- 
ford to join in such a large under- 
taking or feels that it could do bet- 
ter than the way recommended, the 
$600 would be lost and the city 
would be tied up in a scheme that 
might be more of a detriment than 
a benefit. 


It was understood that the survey 


might benefit the community if a 
series of local sewage disposal plants 
were considered, but then the plans 
would not be county or state ap- 
proved and would undergo the risk 
of being turned down.

Service 
was laid for one hundred thirty-five 
members and guests, including sev- 
eral officers of the Exchange, pack- 
inghouse managers, with their house 
and field foremen, and a sprinkling 
of growers. 


Roe T. Hobbs of San Dimas, presi- 


dent of the -Sunkist club, presided. 
Among the speakers were Ben Cole, 
vice-president of the Exchange asso- 
ciation, Dana C. King, C. C. Hillis 
of Orange county, D. A. Fields of 
the Whittier Exchange, and William 
Hoogendyk of the Charter Oak Cit- 
rus association. The coast associa- 
tion extends from San Diego to Ven- 
tura, and representatives were pres- 
ent from both ends of the district.

N. Goodnow, representative of the 
journalism department of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, told 
a group of business men there gath- 
ered of a merchandise promotion 
and advertising plan of unusual in- 
terest and value. 


Merchandise without proper pro- 


motion back of it, said Goodnow, is 
just so much frozen capital. If buy- 
ers could be depended upon to con- 
fine their purchases to stores in their 
own community, in Covina for in- 
stance, an ideal condition of steady 
demand would return continuous 
profit. But it is not like that today. 
Buyers divide their purchases, a 
large percentage shopping in other 
centers than their own, such as Po- 
mona, El Monte and Los Angeles. 


In this condition of merchandising, 


promotion becomes- more important 
than ever before. Not only must 
the merchant apply the best' known 
methods of salesmanship in the 
treatment of present customers, but 
he must also resort to advertising 
in widely-circulated mediums to at- 
tract additional prospective custom- 
ers to,his store if he would main- 
tain and increase his volume.

In too many instances, price has 


been unduly emphasized in adver- 
tising, according to Goodnow. Many 
stores have been cheapened because 
of it, and countless consumers have 
been turned into bargain-hunters. 
When a store becomes known as a 
"price house" then people demand 
still lower prices, and lean profits 
loom for the merchant. 


Competition has led some mer- 


chants not only into price emphasis, 
but into making questionable state- 
ments about their goods. Values are 
frequently over-stated in the adver- 
tising, and when people compare the 
goods with the advertising they form 
their own unfavorable opinion of the 
merchant. 


For all too long, advertising has 


been regarded either as something 
for the other fellow to use, or as a 
form of magic, the key to which is 
held only by a lucky few. Often it 
has been regarded as an expense to 
be enjoyed when the merchant had 
plenty of money and as a means of 
certain suicide when business was 
dull. Advertising should properly 
be regarded as a legitimate means 
of promotion, to be carried on regu- 
larly, like store rent, clerk hire, 
electric lights, water and gas. 


As a matter of fact, the liquid 


conditions in buying today make the 
need for advertising more impera- 
tive than ever before—not that buy- 
ers are to be forced to buy at home, 
but that they are to be educated to 
see the advantages to themselves of 
spending their money with their fel- 
low merchants and taxpayers, if 
their local merchants give them 
goods which compare with quality, 
style and price with competitors in 
other cities. 


Public education of this type, thru 


advertising, is not only the sound- 
est method, but the most economi- 
cal method; it reaches the greatest 
number at the least cost. The per- 
inch cost for advertising in widely- 
circulated weekly newspapers is far 
less than any other medium of ad- 
vertising we have any record of. 
Nowadays, since there are few buy- 
ers in a community who do not read 
newspapers, this type of advertising 
has probably more returns to its 
credit than any other type. 


Several smaller cities of Califor- 


nia have recently made efforts in 
promoting a larger volume of home- 
trading by improving store prac- 
tices, introducing better lines of 
merchandise, and using both indi- 
vidual and cooperative advertising. 
In one instance, merchants report 
an increase in volume of trade of 
from 15 to 25 per cent as a result of 
a trade-at-home movement promot- 
ed almost entirely thru one weekly 
newspaper.

The 


Werden Writes of 


Pineapple Industry 


Mr. and Mrs. H. A. Werden have 


just received a letter from their son, 
Shirley, who is employed by the 
Libby Pineapple company in its 
Kalihi plant at Honolulu, giving 
some interesting facts regarding that 
industry. 


California seems to have made it- 


self felt in that section of the coun- 
try, as the recent drop of 50 cents 
a case in. canned pineapple, which 
cost Libby over a million dollars, 
was ^evresult' of our extra large 
peach crop. Shirley seems to have 
more information on our crop than 
the majority of us here have, as he 
says that California produced 20,- 
000,000 cases of peaches, of which 
but 13,000,000 were picked and can- 
ned. 


As to the pineapple industry, the 


Kalihi plant alone has taken care 
of 110 tons of fruit every hour for 
the past two months. The average 
output when night shifts were em- 
ployed was from 55,000 to 60,000 
packed cases of 24 cans to the case 
per day, the peak figure reaching 
62,000 per day. The year's pack is 
estimated at 2,618,000 cases, with 
only 200,000 cases or less to be taken 
care of. The packing season is clos- 
ing and will not be resumed actively 
until the first of next year.

Committee to Urge 


Hospital Exemption 


A state-wide educational campaign 


on behalf of constitutional amend- 
ment number six has just been ini- 
tiated with the support of leaders 


j in Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
organizations, the California State 
Federation of Labor, women's club 
and hospital officials. This amend- 
ment, to be voted 'upon November 
4th, provides tax exemption for the 
non-profit hospitals in this state. 
The plan of education is being con- 
ducted by the California committee 
for tax exemption of the non-profit 
hospitals. 


Forty-five states in the union al- 


ready provide tax relief for the non- 
profit hospitals. Tax exemption has 
been granted to the non-profit hos- 
pitals in these 45 states on the 
grounds that these hospitals share 
the public burden and are not com- 
mercial in character. 


P.ADIUM 


The world's most precious metal, 


worth $2,000,000 an ounce, now 
comes exclusively from the Belgian" 
Congo, in Africa, Originally discov- 
ered in pitchblende ores in the Joa- 
cfiimsthal, Austria, radium was for 
a while mined commercially in Utah, 
but the'discovery of a bed of very 
rich uranium ore in Africa has put 
the other producers out of business 
and enriched the prospectors who 
made the lucky str-ke. 


The cost of radium is due to the 


difficulty of extracting it from the i 
ore and the danger in handling it. 


Radium's value is due to the fact 


that it is constantly changing into 
other substances, and in, the process 
gives off rays and emanations. These 
have effects upon the •human sys- 
tem similar to those of the x-ray. 
Its use' in medicine is still in its in- 
fancy, but commercially, as the 
basis of luminous paint for the hands, 
of watches and clocks, air navigation 
instruments and the like, the de- 
mand is large. A single ounce is 
enough to supply this industrial de- 
mand for several years, but no 
amount of radium as large as one 
ounce has ever been assembled in 
one place.

Signs and Lighting 


Plans Discussed 


About twenty members of the 


chamber of commerce met for the 
first time since May 27th in regular 
session at Longworth's cafe, Tues- 
day noon, with President Ben Thorpe 
presiding. A number of reports were 
presented, by Mayor Maxfield and 
by President Clyde Custer of the 
merchants' association, as well as by 
members of the chamber. 


H. E. Millikan, speaking for the 


committee in charge of the neon sign 
installation at the intersection of El 
Monte and Valley boulevards, stated 
that a meeting was contemplated 
by the Covina committee with the 
Baldwin Park group sometime dur- 
ng the present week, at which meet- 
ing plans will be made for coopera- 
tion with that city in erection of the 
sign. Baldwin Park, by the way, 
has already collected around $125 
as their share of the expense, thru 
solicitation of merchants and busi- 
ness men for small contributions. 


• The suggestion was again brot up 
concerning the placing of another 
sign at Alosta and Citrus, which 
was dropped because of a lack of a 
suitable location at that intersection; 
but now that the crossing is improv- 
ed a new interest was shown. 


Mayor Maxfield, representing the 


city council, told chamber members 
of the tabling of the new lighting 
plan due to a large percentage of 
property owners along Citrus pre- 
senting a protest to the effect that 
this was not the best tune for such 
improvement. Maxfield argued that 
in his opinion times had never been 
so good in Covina as compared with 
other communities, and that certain- 
y the bid for construction at two- 
nirds the normal price was not ob- 
ectionable. 


"The new system will not only do 


away with the tremendous waste Of 
electricity that is going on from the 
underground cables, but would at-, 
tract dozens of new customers, move 
merchandise faster and thus pro- \ 
vide a means of stocking a greater 
variety of goods," the,mayor said. 
"As to money available In Covina, 
I remember times when we were 
paid 45 cents only for a packed box 
of citrus fruit; now we are getting 
the remarkable price of $3.50 for a 
loose box. The cost of installing 
the new lighting system would 
amount to little more than two- 
thirds of one month's rent, per prop- 
erty owner, certainly a small amount 
compared to the expense that will 
be incurred if Covina keeps the 
present inefficient system." 


Maxfield also mentioned the meet- 


ing of valley officials at the Rain- 
bow club, Azusa, for the purpose of 
establishing a survey of the sewage 
situation in this district, prepara- 
tory to acting in one way or another 
on sanitary disposal of the water 
in the future. He explained that 
Covina's share of the survey ex-' 
pense would be $600, and that the 
survey itself would be nothing more 
than a recommendation by experi- 
enced but uninterested parties. 


Clyde Custer, representing the 


merchants' association, spoke on the 
educational program which the Co- 
vina business men's group is plan- 
ning to put on, to bring greater pro- 
fit to local merchants in' increased 
business. Methods of handling soli- 
citors, another important considera- 
tion, were explained. Any solicitor, 
whose purpose is questionable, is 
sent to the secretary, Ray W. Nich- 
ols, who considers the case, presents 
it to a secret advertising committee 
if he thinks it meritable, and if it 
passes that body, is allowed to con- 
tinue. This method of protection 
was begun, according to Custer, af- 
ter a number of swindles were at- 
tempted under the name of charity 
and benefits. 


Henry Damerel later announced 


that he hoped the chamber would 
cooperate in every way with the 
merchants and the city council in 
the future. Only thru such co- 
operation will it be possible to ac- 
complish things, he believed. Mayor 
Maxfield arose to thank Damerel 
'.or his consideration; and after be- 
.ng asked the names of the prop- 
erty owners who had sigred the 
petition, he divulged them 


!Roy C. Hanna, explaining that he 


was speaking from a r-ii-sonal point 
of view and not as an official of the 
.Edison company, added his expres- 
sion to the effect that he hoped the 
ighis could be installed at any cost, 
adding that he too knew the bid re- 
ceived by the planning commission 
was extremely low as compared with 
the average price paid by other com- 
munities in the county.

farm advisor of Los Angeles county. 
The walnut field day is an annual 
event under the auspices of the in- 
tercounty walnut growers' depart- 
ment of the farm bureau and the 
agricultural extension service. 


The program for this year's field 


day is as follows: Market and Crop 
Conditions, by Carlyle Thorpe, gen- 
eral manager of California Walnut 
Growers association; Cover Crops, 
and Their Relation to Walnut Cul- 
ture, by L. D. Batchelor; Walnut 
Dieback, by W. B. Hooper.

Shotgun devotees in southern Cali- 


fornia announce that game in many 
places is exceedingly plentiful, due 
probably to the short seasons in this 
state in recent years. Many of the 
old waterholes in Los Angeles coun- 
ty again have their quota of shoot- 
ers, and reports from adjacent coun- 
ties indicate the season is in full 
swing. 


From the Imperial valley hunters 


declare that game there is more 
plentiful than it has been in years. 
Likely places for finding of game 
nearby are in the San Gabriel wash, 
around El Monte, Claremont and 
Fontana; around Ontario and in the 
Santa Ana river bed. Out, of River- 
side hunters should run into dove 
in the Vicinity of Ferris, Winchester, 
Elsinore, Murrietta, Temecula and 
Hemet. Out of Redlands such loca- 
tions as Imperial valley, Whitewater, 
Indio, Coachella and Mecca should 
prove attractive. In the Antelope 
valley, Del Sur, Willow Springs, 
Lancaster, Little Rock, and Acton 
are promising locations. In San Ber- 
nardino, Hesperia and Victorville are 
reporting abundant game. 


As to fiishing, more hauls are be- 


ing made off the Catalina fishing 
barge than any year heretofore, ac- 
cording to reports. Nightly catches 
include hundreds of rock bass, bar- 
racuda, mackerel and other small 
fish. There isv a record run of yel- 
lowtail. Seven to ten of these fight- 
ing feauties are caught at the barge 
nightly; also from small boats and 
private fishing launches. White sea 
bass, giant black bass and halibut 
are also being caught from the barge. 


The fishing fever has caught visit- 


ors and islanders alike. Boats com- 
ing to and from the barge, anchored 
off Gallegher's beach, are crowded. 
Among the many interesting folk 
who frequent the Catalina barge are 
William Farnum, Adolph Menjou, 
Clem People, Ralph Graves, Harry 
Hartz, Arthur Br'andi and William 
Haines. 


Of the great game fish, marlin 


swordfish are running plentiful in 
the channel. Recent catches include 
a 145-pound striped sea tiger taken 
by John Barrymore, and a 330- 
pound fish caught by Dr. M. S. Wey- 
mann, which to date is the largest 
marlin caught this season. Tuna club 
records to date show 20 marlin 
taken, which is eight fish ahead of 
last year, which season was consid- 
ered the greatest for marlin in 22 
years.

Unemployment and Charity— 


It would be interesting, if anybody could find out, to 


know how many families and individuals in the United 
States habitually live on charity. 


Poorhouses are disappearing. In most sections of the 


United States the town pauper is a thing of the past. But 
there are hundreds of thousands, perhaps a million, of 
grown-up people who do little or no useful work, who 
earn nothing which can be measured in dollars and cents, 
and still manage to survive, somehow. 


The nation-wide agitation of the past few months over 


the unemployment situation has revived interest in this 
subject and has disclosed some interesting and peculiar 
conditions. The total number found to be out of jobs, 
when compared with the total number usually employed, 
showed a wide discrepancy. Investigators, particularly in 
the large cities, discovered that most of the unemployed 
didn't really want work. They either wanted a particular 
kind of work, which was not available at the time and 
place, or they wanted charity. 


In several parts of the country large farmers were try- 


ing to get labor, and were willing to pay high wages, but 
the unemployed of the cities would not go to the country. 


In all probability more real distress and suffering has 


been caused by the wide-spread drought than by the indus- 
trial slump which followed the Wall Street crash. There 
are more people on the verge of starvation in the drought- 
affected districts than were brot to that condition because 
of unemployment. 


This is a situation in which charity is called for, in many 


instances. The policy under which the federal government 
is planning relief measures will mingle charity with busi- 
ness-like methods. Federal funds will not be given away 
loosely, nor will they be lent on insufficient security, if 
President Hoover has his way about it. Each case of suf- 
fering will be judged on its own merits. A man's neigh- 


... 
bor's know what sort of a man he is. If he is shiftless, a-- 
poor farmer, the type which can never get ahead, it would 
be a waste of public funds to lend him money with which 
to get a fresh start. Better let the Red Cross stake him 
and his family to food enough to tide them over until he 
can get another job. That is charity. 


But the farmer who owns his land and will put it up 


as security for a loan from the federal farm loan board, 
or whose neighbors will indorse his notes to the federal 
intermediate credit banks, is on a different footing. He is 
entitled to a loan, and will be able to pay it back in time.

Our introduction to 
Shanghai, 


China's richest and largest city, came 
at sunrise, when the large fishing 
fleet, with their batwing sails, came 
down the Whang-poo river toward 
the Yellow sea. A little later the 
larger freight boats came by, each 
with two great eyes on the bow, 
"How know where to go, no eyes to 
see?" And from then on to the N. 
Y. K. pier, the river seemed full of 
native craft, large and small, with 
occasional larger steamers, trim for- 
eign yachts and scudding launches. 


Because of the home-coming of the 


Chinese theatrical idol, Mei-lan- 
Fang, after a triumphant tour of the 
United States, the docking of the 
"Chichibu" was made the occasion 
of a grand welcome, two brass 
bands occasionally playing different 
tunes at the same time, bursting 
rockets and fireworks, dozens of 
fluttering banners of red and blue, 
lettered in gold and silver, and a 
motley crowd of both high and low, 
those clad with silk touching elbows 
with those whose enveloping rag was 
next to nothing. For two hours Mrs. 
Edwards and I sat in our big state- 
room portholes, as in a private box, 
and watched the vivid panorama, so 
vitally interesting and strange. 


Five of the party had left at Kobe 


for a ten-days' trip to Peking, going 
by poor steamer accommodations, 
since the shorter rail route was cut 
by the contending armies. So Mrs. 
Edwards and 1, after getting safely 
thru the confusion of customs in a 
foreign language, demanding a»new 
coinage, went to a most comfortable 


sturdy water buffalo trudged stod- 
gily by, giving way for nothing. 


Each day brot its share of excite- 


ment and interest—twilight drives 
out into the country where rice, cot- 
ton and soya beans were grown 
without the loss of a foot of precious 
soil, past luxurious Chinese estates 
with elaborately landscaped gar- 
dens, but a stone's throw from a 
tiny, squalid native village, dirty and 
smelling to high heaven; service on 
Sunday at the community church, 
where because of the extreme heat,

The Cost of Living— 


Living costs have come down nearly a quarter since 


the end of the war, according to the bureau of labor sta- 
tistics. They are still two-thirds greater than they were 
in 1913, however. Stated another way, a dollar today will 
buy only as much of the necessaries of life as 60 cents 
would have bot 17 years ago. 


Reduction in the average cost of many of the items 


which enter into the cost of living is still going on, however. 
In the past eight months average food prices have declined 
more than six per cent, and they are still falling in some 
commodities. Just now, for example, meat prices are very 
low, because the drought has forced many farmers to rush 
their cattle, sheep and hogs to market. Milk hi the large 
cities, on the other hand, is up a cent a quart, because of 
the short supply. 


The biggest increase in living costs since the war is in 


the items of fuel and house furnishings. The latter aver- 
ages nearly double the cost of 1914. Pood is less than half 
again as expensive as it was before the war, clothing only 
slightly higher than that. 


There are a lot of things on which the average family 


spends money today which did not figure in the domestic 
budget before the war, however. Radio sets are one of 
these. Automobiles are another. So are electric refrig- 
erators and a good many other kinds of electrical house- 
hold equipment, which were luxuries for the very rich 
only a few years ago. 


Maintenance and operation of cars, radio, electric 


equipment, telephone—things which were luxuries only 
recently but which most people now look on as necessities 
—run family expenditures up, but those things are not 
officially classified as "cost of living," since we could get 
along without them if we had to. However, we have set 
a standard of living in America to which in time we shall 
have elevated the whole nation, and that includes the up- 
keep of bobbed hair, the price of golf balls and numerous 
other items which do not figure at all in the average citi- 
zen's budget anywhere else in the world. 


While the romance of old China 


centers about Peking with its old 
wall, Ming tombs, countless temples 
and palaces still grand and wonder- 
fully beautiful, Shanghai shares with 
Hong Kong the position of financial 
center, and is the leading treaty 
port. The Bund, one of the great 
business centers of the world, is 
constantly guarded by American, 
British and French troops hi defense 
of foreign lives and property. With 
its four million population seething 
and swarming everywhere, hi both 
narrow streets and broad, Shanghai 
is a curious mixture of old and new, 
the ever-present jinricksha touching 
wheels with the latest type auto, the 
large double-decker tram cars side 
by side with the wretched three- 
coolie drawn load which would have 
been sufficiently heavy for at least 
two husky horses. Occasionally a 


the pianist and men members of the 
choir wore "English shorts" (straight 
white trousers four inches above the 
knee) and shirt sleeves rolled high; 
an afternoon tea at the American 
country club, where some of the 
natural bunkers on the golf course 
were ancient graves; a delightful 
dinner with two new-found friends, 
followed by a really fine symphony 
concert in the outdoor park under 
the stars, which reminded me of 
Hollywood bowl. 


But our crowning experience was 


a real Chinese feast, given in our 
honor by the wife of the president 
of Shanghai university (1000 stu- 
dents in regular session, 600 in sum- 
mer school). Mrs. Frances Willard 
Wang Liu was a friend of several 
years ago, and her generous hos- 
pitality was greatly 
appreciated. 


There were no friendly forks or 
spoons with which to eat; only chop- 
sticks. Probably it was just as well 
that neither one of us was an adept 
at manipulating the straight, elusive 
little sticks, otherwise we might 
have eaten all too much of the most 
liberal viands—fish, duck, chicken, 
beef, pork, shrimp, beans cooked in 
three styles, water chestnuts, bean 
sprouts, bean curd, bamboo sprouts, 
bamboo young tips cooked as 
greens, summer onions, mushrooms, 
rice, and shark fins—all save the rice 
cooked hi the rich dark soya bean 
sauce. For dessert, hot steamed 
dates, candied peanuts and almonds, 
with 
Chinese 
watermelon were 


served, with tea. It was a unique 
experience. The distinguished Chi- 
nese gentlemen present wore long 
white silk gowns, straight from chin 
to heel, while the graceful silken 
frocks of the women were true to 
the high class Chinese traditions. 


Shanghai is a famous place for 


tourists to shop, for the glory of 
silks, jade, embroideries, 
ivories, 


amber, brasses and bronzes of all 
the Orient center here in countless 
shops of higher and lesser degree. 
But the mad chaos of Chinese cur- 
rencies! A financial authority says

CANNED FOODS IN SUMMER 


The single object of canning eatables is, to preserve 


them in as nearly a natural state as possible, for a future 
time when they would not be available or in season. Amer- 
ican genius has canned about every edible thing known, 
so the canning industry has become national—even inter- 
national in scope. 


More indictments, I believe, have been rendered 


against canned meats than any other line of sealed provi- 
sions. Impure meats or fish in soldered tin cans will retain 
the impurities till and after being opened for consumption. 
I may say here that dried meats and fish, properly handled, 
are much more desirable from the safety standpoint, than 
the canned. Dried beef and dried fish are highly nutri- 
tious, and are not likely to carry harmful bacteria to the 
system. 


This can hardly be said of fresh canned meats. Flesh 


being an excellent culture medium for germs, it may be- 
come dangerous if exposed long to summer heat in open 
air. Shun the can of fish or meat that has been partly used 
and left open in summer room temperature. Better throw 
away a partly used can of salmon or of corned beef than 
have it give you ptomaine poisoning. 


The tin can is not by any means the best receptacle 


for the things you want to "put up for whiter." This is 
particularly true of tomatoes, pickled vegetables, and acid 
fruits. Glass is always a sanitary container and is acid- 
proof. Non-acids may be canned in tin with more safety. 
But, in summer, when everything is fresh from garden 
and field, why use canned stuff at all? A mighty good slo- 
gan from June to October would be, "can the can." 


I may be pardoned I hope, being an old physician— 


when I say that canning string beans and pig's feet and 
asparagus—and even summer greens—is carrying the 
game farther than is necessary or wise. Better eat things 
in their season; the fruits of earth are all-sufficient; the 
natural way is best of all.

Protect Users 


of Fruit Juices 


V 


Defining fruit juice, grape juice 


and orange juice, the United States 
department of agrictdture is prepar- 
ing to protect those who buy such 
products. According to revised defin- 
nitions and standards received by 
Prof. M. E. Jaffa from Secretary of 
Agriculture Hyde, such juices must 
conform to definite standards. Jaffa, 
emeritus professor of nutrition, is 
director of the state bureau of food 
and drugs, with offices on the Uni- 
versity of California campus at Ber- 
keley. 


The new rulings follow: Fruit 


juice is the clean, unfermented 
liquid obtained from the first press- 
ing of sound, ripe, fresh fruit, or 
of its pulp, and conforms in name 
to the fruit from which it is ob- 
tained. 


Grape juice is the clean, unfer- 


mented juice of sound, ripe grapes. 
It is obtained by a single pressing' 
of the fruit, with or without the aid 
of heat, and with or without the re- 
moval of insoluble matter. 


Orange juice is the clean, unfer- 


mented juice obtained from sound, 
ripe sweet oranges. It may contain 
a portion of the pulp and of the 
volatile oil.

The 
sucker is led to believe that his fam- 
ily physician is both an ignoramus 
and a robber—possibly a murderer. 
If the gullible one can possibly 
scrape together enough ready cash,
